Emerson Kindergarten Mothers’ Club 
Petitidns Board of Education 
to Adopt Practice. 


SEVERAL SPEAK ON SUBJECT. 


Fact Some Structures Are Fireproof 
Not Sufficient Reason for 
Abandonment of Plan. 


The Emerson Kindergarten Mothers’ Club 
has presented resolutions to the Board of 
Education asking that fire drills be in- 
stituted in all the public schools. 

The meeting at which the resolutions were 
drafted was tne regular monthly meeting 
of the club, held in the kindergarten rooms. 

Mrs. A. M. Sturdevant, secretary of the 
club, addressed the mothers on the subject 
of tire driile. She said: 

The children in the.public schools and 
all other schools in fact, should be drilled 
at least twice each week, oftener if possi- 
ble at first, and the drills should be kept 
up in all the schools throughout the entire 
school vear. Gongs that can be plainly 
heard should be placed in each school. 

‘\At the sounding of the gong ali teach- 
ers and pupils should leave their work in- 
stantly and without waiting to gather books 
or wraps, leave the building quickly, but in 
perfect order, through the nearest exit. 
Boys and girls should not be separated 
and sent through different doors, as in the 
regular routine method of dismissal, neith- 
er should any of the children be sent out 
by way of the basement. To get every one 
outside of the building in the least possible 
time without crowding or disorder should 
be the ulm of the drill. 

“If any child falls, those that are near- 
est him should understand that is their 
duty to help him to his feet ok never to 
leave him to be trampled upon or to be a 
stumbling block for others-who follow. 


Soon Become 
Matter of Routine. 


“As soon as al] are outdoors the gong 
may sound a series of taps to inWicate that 
there is no real danger and that all may 
return to their work. Drills like these 
will cause a little nervousness and disor- 
der for a few days, but will soon become a 
matter of routine and consume but a small 
amount of time. 

“The gong should be sounded at different 
times on different days so that the chil- 
dren will not know.when to expect it. 
first they should be told that there is no 
real fire so that they may not become un- 
duly alarmed or nervous. 

“Some say that in the newest buildings 
the drill is not yeeded because they are 
fireproof. My answer to that is, ‘So was 
the Iroquois Theater fireproof.’ 

“I suggest that the Emerson kindergar- 
ten Mothers’ Club earnestly request the 
other mothers’ clubs throughout the city 
to give us their support in securmg favor- 
able action upon this matter.”’ 


Other members of the club spoke on the 
subject and the following resolutions were 
prepared and sent to the board of educa- 
tion: 

To the Board of Education 

Whereas, The recent Chica a

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POWER OF THE PRESS. 

An incipient riot in Kishineff was promptly suppressed by the 
police and the Russian Christmas has f&ssed without an out- 
break. Evidently the Czar has made good his pledge cabled 
to the New York World and the Post-Dispatch and the Jews 
are safe. 

Commenting on the action of the World and Post-Dispatch in 
appealing directly to the Czar, Mr. Charles Emory Smith, 
once minister to Russia, says it “is a very striking example of 
the enormous public service which may be rendered by a public 
journal strongly and efficiently directed. 

“The value and significance of such a message cannot be over- 
estimated. It is a signal evidence of recognition of the power 
and influence of the American press and, if there was any 
possibility of trouble through Jaxity, this pledge .will make 
vigilance certain and will ward, off, danger.” 

Can anyone doubt pat Mr. Smith has correctly stated the 
facts and conditions. A “respectftl and deferential” message 
was sent the Czar and so powerful has the journalistic idea 
become that the autocrat not only replied, but gave the desired 
assurances. 

“The incident,” says Mr. Smith, “shows that a newspaper may 
be more powerfyl than the government in securing the right 
expression.”

The Post-Dispatch assumes that in offering these planks, 
Mr. Folk pledges himself to the logical conclusions embodied in 
the general statements, that there is no mental] reservation nor 
qualification with respeet to the carrying out of these pledges. 
In short, that all the abuses that have grown out of the state 
control of municipal boards, out of unfair election laws and 
the improper use of the police as the instrument of party 
bosses will be destroyed in so far as it is in the power of the 
governor to destroy it. 

This is progress in the defining of general reform - issues, 
and in the organizing of a real reform movement. It must 
not be overlooked, however, that if these reforms are to be 
accomplished, if the boodler and the briber and. the grafter 
are to be driven from public life, the Democratic machine as at 
present organized must be destroyed.

REMARKABLE FEASTIN 6. 


When a dinner “was as recently given in 
Singapore in honor of the retiring governor, 
Sir Frank Swettenham, snipe were ‘‘on the 
bill.’ To provide them the hotel man sent 
out # native hunters to range the province 
before the dinner. Simply to go to the 
market, as the New York restauranteur 
does, is easier. 

The plate used at the Mansion House din- 
ners of the Lord Mayor of London weighs 
nearly 4000 pounds, and the lowest estimate 
of its value is $250,000. Much of it is gilt, 
and some of the modern plate is fashioned 
by remelting from old articles made from 
silver mined in England 400 years ago. 

M. Goebel, an antiquary of Brussels, once 
gave a dinner remarkable for its ripe stage 
of preservation. It comprised apples 1800 
years old from an earthen jar taken from 
the Pompell ruins: bread made of wheat 
| thousands of years old, taken from the 
Egyptian pyramids; buttér taken from a 
well in Scotland, where it had lain 400 years 
in cold storage, and wine recovered from a 
vault in Corinth. There was plenty of the 
butter, but the other provender was divided 
by the spoonful. 


THERMITE, A NEW INVENTION. 


Herr Hans Goldshmidt of Essen, Ger- 
many, has invented a compound which has 
the property of producing intensely high 
temperatures in such a way that they may 
be readily used for industrial purposed, 
This compound, which has been aptly 
named thermite, is mada by combining, in 
the proper proportions, oxygen in the form 
of oxides, and aluminum, the metal found 
in common clay. When these two 
substances are combined and ignited an 
enormously high temperature ids instantly 
obtained. The thermite is ignited by put- 
ting in a pinch of peroxide of barium, and 
a fuse is led to this and lit. The oxygen 
contained in the oxide combines with the 
aluminum, forming aluminum-oxide. The 
fused combination is hot enowgh to burn 
a hole with clean edges through an iron 
plate of any thickness, according to the 
quantity of thermite used, without heating 
the plate, except at ts» point of perfora- 
tion. The material is not explosive, and if 
thrown upon a fire will not burn.—Har- 
per’s Weekly.

JUDGE HARLAN’S FEAR 
FOR THE CONSTITUTION

“Let Us Hope It Will Weather Storms Ambitious Men Are 
Creating In Effort to Make This Worid Power,”’ 
Declares Supreme Court Justice. 


POST-DISPATCH BURBAU, 
1945 Pennsylvania Avenue. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—“Let us hope 
that this great instrument, which has 
served so well, will weather the storms 
which the ambitions of certain men are 
creating in an effert to make this coun- 
try a world power.” 

This remarkable statement, regarding the 
constitution of the United States, was 
made by John M. Harlan, associate justice 
6f the Supreme Court of the United States, 
in his lecture on constitutional law before 
the class of the Columbian University Law 
School last night. 

The statement is regarded as al! the more 
significant, coming, as it does, from a life- 
long Republican; one of the most bitter 
partisans on the supreme bench and, ad- 


mittedly, the premier of any member of 
the court as a politician. 

Justice Harlan made the remark in dis- 
cussing enthusiastically the perfect guar- 
antee of liberty under the constitution. 

He is not given to sensationalism and Is 
regarded as extremely conservative. 

His friends say he must have felt grave 
fears for the continuance of the guaran- 
tees of the constitution, else he would not 
have said what he did. 

Because of the well-known conservatism 
of Justice Harlan and his devotion to the 
Republican party, this paragraph from his 
lecture caused unusual comment on the 
part of Repvbdlicans today. 

Justice Harlan was appointed to the su- 
preme bench Nov. 29, 1877, by President 
Hayes. He is a native of Kentucky.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Prices made small 
additional advances in today’s stock mar- 
ket on a fair volume of business. Damage 
to the private wire service and interrup- 
tion of the outside quotations advice by 
tickers had little effect on the volume of 
busines done in stocks, indicating the large 
protessional character of the trading and 
the large proportion of business originating 
on the floor of the Stock Exchange itself. 
rhe main tnfluence on the advance in 
prices was the more cheerful tone of for- 
eign markets and a feeling of restrained 
hopefulness over a possibly peaceful out- 
come of the far eastern negotiations.

European Trade Show Apprehension 
—Too Much Drought for Wheat 
Crop—Conditions in Corn.

This peek-a-boo war is just playing hob 
with the grain speculator. A situation that 
at one moment suggests horrid war and the 
next piping peace is certainly one that 
would keep the keenest trader guessing. 
The average trader doesn't even guess, but 
just butts in and goes it blind. As most of 
them appear to be buying on 
and selling on promised peace, it is certain 
they are not laying up any large amount 
of profits to their credit. Whether the 
troubles of the Japs and the Russ result in 
actual hostilities or not is not for me to 
say, but if it should be war and the pros- 
pective involving of other European powers 
in the Russian-Japanese embrogiio, you can 
bank on seeing fireworks in te gratin mar- 
kets. Wheat will be wildest, for not alone 
will the call tor supplies come principally 
for breadstuffs. either in the raw or the 
manufactured article, but speculation will 
turn to’ the high-priced cereal and there 
will be other demands. Undoubtedly there 
is enormous shortage in the May option, 
both here and in Chicago. So far the great- 
er portion has stood out against war scares, 
erop seares and all other conditions that 
have shaped bullish. But will it or can it 
stand against actual war and its possibili- 
ties? Hardly... How uneasy and apprehen- 
sive the importing countries of Europe are 
over even the possibility of war has been 
plainly enough evidenced. Not alone do 
they fear a general European war, but they 
also fear a cutting off of certain sources or 
supplies. A private Liverpool cable stated 
that the general opinion there was that 
war in the Far East would have little ef- 
fect unless the Black sea was closed to ex- 
portation, It was eastern Europe, Russia 
and Roumania—that principally made up 
the deficit caused by the hign-priced att:- 
tude maintained by .the United States, 
which attitude cut us out of the position of 
leading exporter during 1903.

Almost anaemic in its pallor is the face 
of William Butler Yeats, the. young Irish 
poet who has just been the guest of St. 
Louis for haif a week, and almost aesthetic 
is the delicacy of his manner, but behind 
this seemingly frail exterior there is a soul 
filled with a lofty purpose, and this purpose 
lends to this soul a dynamic feve which 
le surprising, and which becomes evident 
the instant he plunges into an earnest talk. 
on his favorite theme, his life work—the 
unification of the Irish people and the up- 
lifting of Irish literature. 

A tall young man is Mr. Yeats—and tall 
in this case means six feet two inches, and 
young means 8% years or thereabouts— 
’ @mooth of fane, black of hair, gray of eye 
and stooped of form. Hat—a broad black 
felt, creased in the middle. Clothing—black 
and entirely plain, with the exception of a 
faring Wilack tie wholly concealing the shirt 
front.

two words you think of when you look into 
the deep ey@s of this young poet, who is 
one of the leaders of the Gaelic revival 
which has done so much for Ireland in the 
last ten years, and which seems destined 
eventually to give that country a place in 
the literary world which she has not en- 
joyed for many years. 

Mr. Yeats is the very antithesis of the 
native Irishman, as commonly conceived by 
the American mind. 

Almost unconsciously, perhaps, we ab- 
sorb our ideas of Irish physique and char- 
acter from contemplating our policemen, 
who, truth to tell, have just’about as near- 
ly monopolized our constabulary system as 
the joke-writers have. said. 

To'us the Irishman is a gigantic embodi- 
ment of strength, wit and good humor, al- 
ways in for athietics and out for sport, 
fond of a drink and a joke and never at 
loss for a reply, sharp or soft, to any man. 

He is big-hearted and big-boned, a wearer 
of the green, with a voice that purrs, in 
splie of ita volume, and a bit given to 
biarney. 

How different from this conception is this 
modest young Irish poet! True, he is tall, 
but his is not the height that we associate 
with vigor and robustress. His form is 
stooped like that of a man whose days are 
spent in poring over books. His arms and 
hands, as well as his face, 
thin, and suggestive of an)...ng but 
strength. fils eyes are deep-set and mild, 
and have none of that brightness which 
comes of bodily activity. He seldom smiles, 
and when hé does, it is as though he re- 
proached himself for having devoted to 
levity an instant of time that should have 
been applied to the serious purposes of 
life. 

There is ahout his face, particularly the 
eye, a forcible suggestion of Israel Zang- 
Will. 

Mr. Yeats ie highly regarded in England, 
and a biography of him and a criticism of 
his work is included in “Poets of the 
Younger Generation,’’ by William Archer, 
a celebrated dramatic and literary critic of 
London, published jn 1902, including such 
poets as Bliss Carman, Charles G. D. 
Roberts, Madison Cawein, Stephen Phil- 
lips and Rudyard Kipling. 

While in 8t. Louls Mr. Yeats lectured 
before the Society of Pedagogy and the 
Wednesday club. One talk was devoted to 
Irish folk lore and the other to the theater 
and the effect of Irish literature thereon. 
It was on the latter subject that he taiked 
for the Post-Dispatch Wednesday after- 
noon, in the parlor of the Terminal Ho- 
tel. / 

‘‘The Gaelic revival and its propagandists 
seem destined to give Irish literature a 
popularity such as ft has not enjoyed for 
years,” said Mr. Yeats. “This result is 
being brought about largely through the 
influence of the Irish theater and the pro- 
duction of Irish plays. containing none 
but Irish characters and scenes, and writ- 
ten and played by Irish authors and actors. 

“The modern theater does not encourage 
literatufe, and modern plays are not iitera- 
ture. . Most of them are written about 
or around a series of passing incidents 
and events, and after one or two scasons 
they lose their significance and charm. 
They are thrown aside, never to be revived, 
because they had no intrinsic value at 
their birth

CASE TO BE ARGUED THURSDAY 


Writ of Prohibition Is Issued in Case 
of the Liverymen and 
Undertakers. 


The Missouri Supreme Court in banc yes- 
terday issued a temporary rule in prohibi- 
fion against Circuit Judge Ryan of Bt. Louis 
and the State Board of Mediation and Ar- 
bitration in the matter of strike settlement 
between the liverymen and undertakers of 
Bi.

This suit was instituted in the Supreme 
Court Friday afternoon by Attorney Saun- 
ders of St. Louis, representing the 8t 
Louis Undertakers’, Embalmers’ and Liv- 
erymen 5s Association, and the temporary 
rule as issued by the court yesterday was 
made returnable to the court next Thurs- 
day, at which time the case will be argued. 

This case involves the constitutionality 
of the law creating the State Board of Me- 
diation and Arbitration. The members of 
that board are: 8. Garver of Worth Coun- 
ty, T. M. Jenkins of St. Louls and Ford 
Alien of Kansas City. 

This proceeding in the court ts the out- 
come of the attempted settlement of the 
Strike by the state board. The strikers 
were summoned before the board in 8t.

The Xray showed that the hi bone, 
restored to the place that nature had intend- 
ed by Dr. Parsons’ reduction of the dislo- 
cation seven months ago, had ground 4 
socket for itself. and assumed its normal 
position in the body. There was no evidence 
of other than a normal condition of the 
bones. 

Tt will be at least five months before 
the hip gains its normal strength and the 
leg assumes the normal perpendicular posi- 
tion, from which it was forced by the 
ores cast which had held it for seven 
months. 

The operation of°’removing the cast = 
peared to give the little patient no pain 
whatever. She was cheerful throughout 
the ordeal, and assured those who wit- 
nessed the operation that she would be 
well in a little while.

COREA, BATTLE GROUND 
IF WAR IS DECLARED

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—It is evident that if 
there is to be war between Russia and 
Japan the first blow will be struck on 
Corean soil or near the coast of that un- 
happy, helpless peninsula. And neither of 
the threatening. nations seems to care what 
the Coreans or their Emperor thinks about 
the situation. 

If Russia obtains control of Corea she 
will make her occupation of Manchuria se 
cure and will keep the belligerent, trouble- 
some Japanese away from her frontiers, 
not to speak of the ice-free ports she must 
have for her vast railway system and the 
future crops of Siberia. 

If Japan can seize Corea she will have 
a foothold on the malniand of Asia and 
the only possible outlet for the dense popu- 
lation and growing industry of her islands. 

The fact that Japan is hurrying a large 
army corps to Corea is accepted as proof 
that her policy is not to attack Russia in 
Manchuria, but to compel Russia to drive 
her out of Oorea or leave her in possession. 
To attempt to strike the Russians in Man- 
churia, with its great modern fortresses, 
would mean an offensive war, but to land 
35,000 soldiers In Corea and force the Rus- 
sians to attack would mean a defensive 
war. The invention of smokeless powder 
and modern guns gives an army of defense 
an immense superiority over an army which 
must attack. 


Japan’s Desire 
Only for Corea. 


After all, it is understood pun is 
more interested in securing possession of 
Corea than in forcing Russia to withdraw 
from Manchuria. So that from either a 
military or a political standpoint the dis- 
patch of a Japanese army to the peninsula 
seems to foreshadow the character and lo- 
cation of the first stage in the ‘approaching 
conflict, if there is to be a conflict at all. 

Yet the war vessels of Japan and Russia 
might open the fight in an attempt to in- 
tercept troopships. In a naval war on the 
Corean coast Japan would ‘have one great 
advantage—she has surveyed and charted 
the vast Corean archipelego, and its thous- 
ands of islands would afford a safe refuge 
for her fleet. No foreign warship would 
dare to enter the narrow and winding 
channels known only to the Japanese. The 
southern end of this sea labyrinth is 
within close striking distance of Masam- 
pho, the south Corean harbor to which 
Japan is sending her forces.

And from the earliest time 
known Corea has protested against the 
presence of foreigners in her territory. 

‘Even in 1894, when I interviewed the gen- 
tle Emperor at Seoul (pronounced Sow- 
ool), his attitude, in spite of treaties,’ and 
in spite of the fact that Japan had routed 
the Chinese army in Corea, was that of a 
recluse, who desired, above all things, to 
be let alone. He was as much opposed to 


Japanese or Russian domination or inter- 
reference to the yoke of China. 
At that time the Emperir of Corea—who 


lives in a sort of walled imperial village 
within the capital, with hundreds of con- 
cubines—was in a state of alarm. He 
looked upon the Japanese troops as an 
army of annexation rather than an army of 
emancipation. It was as if he would say to 
the Japanese: ‘“‘Thank you for driving the 
Chinese soldiers out of my country. Now, 
please go away yourselves.”’ 

But for the firm attitude of Russia it is 
certain that Japan, would have annexed 
Corea then. Russia not only foroed her 
to evacuate Corea, but also prevented her 
from keeping the Diatong peninsulaj ceded 
to her by China. 

No one can say how many inhabitants 
Corea has. The population has been esti- 
mated at as low as 8,000,000 and as high as 
16,000,000. The most careful authorities put 
it at about 11,000,000, 


Millions Are in 


Superstition’s Chains. 

It is a country of mountains, with rice, 
beans, millet, cotton, and sometimes to- 
bacco, growing in the valleys and leval 
stretches. 

The Buddhist temples and gods of every- 
thing under the sun—hills, streams, house- 
holds, food, sheep, war, peace—bear wit- 
ness to the superstition of the people.

The Corean cannot and will not fight. jAt 
the battle of Pingyang, in 18M, they shot 
a few foolish arrows and fied. Thase who 
had modern arms threw them down and 
sought safety in the woods, where they 
were afterward found by the victorious 
Japanese.

This is the country toward which the 
fighting men of Japan and Russia are re- 
ported to be hastening with the excuse 
given by every invader of Corea—to pre- 
Serve order amd protect Corean inde- 
pendence.

Padlocked Gates Across Regular Ex- 
its Played a Deadly Part in 
the Iroquois Tragedy. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—It was discovered to- 
day that two iron gates, the existence of 
which had not been known to the public 
and which were removed from the Iroquols 
Theater after the fire, played a deadly part 
in the destruction of life. 

Fire Inspector Fulkerson, who knew of 
their existence, was not able until today to 
secure sworn evidence concerning them. 
Today George N. Dusenberry, head usher 
of the theater, admitted to Mr. Fulkerson 
that theSe gates were placed, one across 
an exit from the first balcony and the other 
across an exit from the second balcony. 
Both gates were locked securely with pad- 
locks and were never at any performance 
unlocked until after the second act of the 
play. On the day of the fire the second act 
had not been completed when the catastro- 
phe occurred and the gates were still stand- 
ing. They were so strong that the firemen 
were not able to batter them down with 
axes after the fire. and to the frenzied per- 
sons who sought safety through those exits 
they were absolutely impenetrable. 

In his sworn statement given to Insec- 
tor Fulkerson, Dusenberry declared that 
they were locked to prevent persons from 
entering portions of the house to which 
their tickets did not grant them admission. 
It was the duty of Dusenberry to see that 
these two gates were locked before every 
performance and unlocked after the second 
act. When asked by the inspector why 
a man had not been stationed in place of 
the gates, to direct the audience, DuseD- 
berry said that he merely received his or 
ders from Messrs. Davis and Powers, the 
Managers of the theater, and had carried 
them out.

Building Commissioner Heimburger 
Decides Not to Issue Certificates 
Stating That the Ordinances Are 
Being Complied With. 


DIFFICULTY IS NOW UP To 
LICENSE COLLECTOR. 


He Can Prosecute Managers, but This 
Course Is Not Considered Likely— 
New Building Laws Expected to 
Settle Differences. 


No agreement has yet been reached be- 
tween the theater Managers and the city 
officials in regard to making all the play- 
houses fireproof. 

The managers, headed by Messrs, Frank 
Tate and P. Short, visited the City Hall 
yesterday morning and held a conference 
with Mayor Wells, Building Commissioner 
Heimburger, License Commissioner Clifford 
and Acting City Counselor Woerner. 

Before the theater managers left the 
building at noon it Was practically agreed 
that Mr. Heimburger would issue them 
certificates on which they could secure 
from Mr. Clifford new licenses to replace 
those revoked on Friday. 

Mr. Heimburger 80 announced to the 
Post-Dispatch shortly after noon and Mr 
Clifford stated that he oe to issue 
new licenses. 

Later in the day Mr. held a 
long consultation with iAssistant Building 
Commissioner Smith and, after going over 
the situation exhaustively, decided that he 
would not issue the certificates. 

The theater managers had said previously 
that they would apply for new licenses. 
When they heard that Mr. Heimburger 
had changed his mind on the subject, they 
decided they would not apply for them at 
all. 

This pute the situation up to Mr. Clif- 
fird. As the theaters’ licenses having 
been revoked, it will devolve on him to in- 
stitute prosecutions in the police courts 
aganst the managers for conducting the- 
aters without licenses. 

He may institute a separate prosecution 
for each performance, although officials 
do not think it likely that he will do this. 

These prosecutions will result in a con- 
struction by the courts of the present build- 
ing law. This has already been held de- 
féctive in other cases against theaters. 


Will Try to Reach an 
Agreement Monday. 


A new building law will probably have 
been enacted before a final decision would 
be reached in these cases, should the the- 
ater managers appeal them. 

The building commissioner will ask furth- 
er advice from City Counselor Woerner 
Monday and the theater managers also 


say they will seek his aid. 

Mr. Heimburger’s reasons for deciding 
not to issue certificates to the theaters are 
thus set forth by his assistant, James A. 
Smith: 

‘Yhat if the present building law applies 
to the downtown theaters, no certificate 
should be issued, as they clearly have not 
complied with all the provisions of that or- 
dinance. 

“That if the ordinance does not apply to 
them, there is no need in issuing the cer- 
tifieate to them, as only that ordinance 
prescribes that it shall be issued. 

“Under the general scope of the de- 
partment, we can compel the managers to 

ake the thegters safe and this will be 

one.

Survivor Tells 
Thrilling Story 


Charies G. Kennett of San Francisco, a 
passenger, 
until sne sank and witnessed all the prin- | 
cipal scenes both before she foundered 
and sank and immediately afterward, when 
the last life raft was launched. Bennett 
related one of the most pathetic incidents 
of the wreck. This was the action of a 
man unknown to Bennett. After his wife 
and two chiidren were drowned beiore his 
eyes he became frantic and .plunged head- 
long into the sea. He was adds ubtedly lost. 

Bennett aiso witnessed a liteboat capsize 
woth its load of women and children and 

a@ spectator of the fearful struggle and 

Jes of the helpless inmates of the boat 
~ she was swallowed up in the trough of 
the sea. 

“When the vessel became disabled, all 
the male passengers worked heroically to 
launch the lifeboat.”’ said Bennett. 

“The first was reserved for the women 
ane children. It was loaded with ditn- 
culty. 
the waves for about 10 minutes when it 
got into the trough of the sea, and in an 
instant its load of human freight was en- 
suited in a sea running 18 feet high. 

“The sight was a terrible one, and we 
could plainly hear the screams of the help- 
less women and children as they floun- 
dered about us and wafted their dying 
cries on deck where stood two score of men 
powerless to lend a heiping han 

‘The second boat to be launched ‘lived but 
a short time longer than did the first. lt 
contained a mixed load of men and women, 
mostly the former. The boat was tossed 
akeut by the waves as if it were a cork 
and went down in the trough of a swell 
with all its occupants. Some may after- 
ward got on rafts. So far as 1 know not a 
woman or child survived. 

“When I realized that the third and last 
boat launched was about to meet.a similar 
fate I turned away unable to witness an- 
other such terrible end. I stayed with the 
doomed ship and together with the remain- 
ing passengers did all I could to bail the 
water out of her hold. 

“The Holyoke was the first tug to come 
to the rescue. When she took hoid of us it 
was with a line fully one and one-e'ghth 
miles long. She towed us toward Port 
Townsend instead of steering for the beach, 
the passengers on board meantime bailing 
water out of the hold. When it became ap- 
parent that the vessel was doomed some of 
the crew signalled to the Holyoke to a - 
don the tow and come alongside. Eits 
through a misunderstanding of the sienais 
or a failure to comply with them, I do not 
know which, the greatest loss of life on 
board the Clallam occurred, The Holydke 
did not respond, and the vessel began to 
list. We then realized that our only chance

PRESIDENT BUBBLES OVER 
IN ORDER TO PRAISE HIM. 


Young’s Friends Are Sorry Executive 
Went So Far in Extolling Him So 
Soon After His Shabby Treatment 
of More Notable Commander.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A kick and a 
ouff from the White House sent Gen. 
Miles into retirement last August. A curt, 
formal order announced his quitting ser- 
vice and directed him to go to his home at 
the public expense because the interests 
of the service required the journy. 

Today lAeutenant-General Samuel Bald- 
win Marks Young, chief of staff, was sent 
into retirement with all the marks of dis- 
tinction that could have been given to a 
soldier who had really a distinguished ca- 
reer, instead of one that did not have a 
tenth as much fighting in it as that of Gen. 
Miles. 

Instead of a fermal order issued by the 
adjutant general, a general order, issued at 
the direction of President Roosevelt, was 
promulgated for the purpose of announc- 
ing the arrival of the time when the law 
gays Young is too old to do effective mil- 
itary duty. 

The order contained such a minute ac- 
count of the fighting that the general did 
during his service that it might be sup- 
posed that all the engagements in which 
he participated were reaily of much con- 
sequence. 

Even tho affair at Las Guasimas, when 
Wheeler, Young, Wood and Roosevelt dis- 
obeyed the order of Gen. Shafter and got 
into a fight with the Spaniards, is men- 
tioned as something to his credit. 


Young’s Friends Feel 
That President Erred. 


The friends of Gen. Young felt sorry 
that the President had seen fit to bubble 
@ver it this way so soon after the shabby 
wentment of Miles. They would have been 
eatisfied with a few lines for the re 
tiring general. Instead, the President 
made remarks in the order that fill a 
column in an ordinary newspaper. 

The ceremony of retirement took place 
at noon, when the customary reception was 
held by the retiring head of the army and 
the incoming one All officers of the army 
and navy on duty here called upon Gen- 
érals Young and Chaffee. 

Gen. Young was in civilian dress and 
Gen. Chaffee wore the uniform of a major- 
general. 

At the retirement of Gen. Miles, Gen. 
Young rushed the order of events by ap- 
pearing in the uniform of a lieutenant-gen- 
eral, although his nomination had not been 
confirmed and the wearing of it put him in 
the grade that Miles had not vacated. 

As Gen. Chaffee has been on duty here 
for several months, as assistant to Gen. 
Young, the moving of Gen. Chaffee into 
the office occupied by Gen. Young will be 
the only visible change caused by the retire- 
ment of Young.

‘Matter, most of them have been “bulls’’ on 


the staple éver since the first short crop 
of five years ago was assured.

Iowa Society Purposes to Introduce 
Measure Calling for Physi- 
cians’ Certificates. 

DES MOINES, Io., Jan. 9.—There will 
be submitted to the legislature next month 
an »ondment to the marriage law, pro- 
pose. by the Society for the Suppression 
of Disease and Degeneracy. 

The bill as prepared prohibits the issu- 
ance. ‘f a marriage license until each party 
to it sMall have produced a certificate from 
A regutable physician that they have been 
instr cted in the duties and responsibilities 
of the relation they are about to assumé, 

The amendment reads; 

“Whenever applications are made to the 
clerk of a district court for a license to 
marry. said applicants shall provide such 
clerk, with a certificate from a reputable 
medical practitioner vouching that said ap- 
plicanta have been under instruction re- 
garding the duties pertaining to the mar- 
riage relation.’’ 

The society has also given notice that 
it will submit ea supplementary bill to carry 
the law into effect. 

A similar measure was offered at the 
i general assembly two years ago, but never 
,came to a vote. It had many ardent sup- 
| porters, and was especially championed by 
the physicians who were members of the 
a 

ome of the best-known physicians of the 
state and several of the faculty of the State 
University are active in the organization 
which 18 backing the proposed statute.

The over- 
crowded condition of the state prisons and 
imbecile and insane asylums and other re- 
formatory, penal and charitable inetitutions 
pvints to the fact that it is high time to 
begin the work outlined in the bill pro- 
posed by our society. The medical men and 
other scientists in our society are pro- 
foundly impressed with the idea that, as a!! 
other means of repressing degeneracy have 
failed. the extreme course of restricting 
marriages and the instruction of prospect- 
ive parents must be adopted.

Invention From Bavaria Improves on 
Asbestos for Protection of 
Theater Patrons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Glass for fireproof 
theater curtains to take the place of as- 
bestos is a proposition coming as the fe- 
sult of a discovery by Bavarian glass- 
makers. 

A product of one Bavarian factory, it is 
announced, is malleable as any metal, as 
well as capable of being drawn out in 
sheets or threads, and is absolutely non- 
breakable. 

Cooking utensils made of the new ma- 
terial stand the heat of fire without crack- 
ing or melting. 

An extraordinary test to which the new 
glass has been submitted is that of patch- 
ing, a feat which cannot be accomplished 


with any glass made in America. A Blate 
of the Bavarian giass has been bored, it 


is said, and then the hole plugged with the 
molten composition. The result is 4a 
smooth, impervious patch, different in 
every respect from the result obtained Dy 
cerrenting in a plece, as would be done 
with the old style of glass. 

“The Giscovery, in all probability, will 


revolutionize the glass industry,” said 
Louis Kauffeld, a manufacturer of In- 
golstadt, Bavaria, while talki of tne 
new. material to a group in the Hotel im- 
perial. “It will give Bavaria an im- 
mense advantage which she does not pos- 
sess now over your own glassworkers. 

“Your establishments here are first 
class, but you are just a bit behind us in 
the matter of glass invention. This new 
lass will not break, and can be molded 
nto any desired shape. 

“With a goblet made of this kind of 
glass you can hammer a nail into a board 
of the toughest wood. You can bore a 
hole in a glass pane, and patch it. Tea 
kettles and pots made of it will no more 
crack under the most intense heat pan 
would steel. I certainly think the glass 
would make excellent fireproof theater 
curtains—better far than asbestos. In 
the windows of your skyscrapers, too, the 
new glass, being unbreakable, would re- 
sist all the wind power that the heavens 
could blow. on them.”

“There is no question,’ said Mr. Hedges, 
“that 18 innings of baseball in one after- 
noon is a little too much for everybody con- 
nected with it. It is especially hard on 
the players. 

“One very etmple solution of the ques- 
tion I have heard advocated is to cut out 
double-headers altogether. That is a well 
sounding theory, but is not practical. 
Wrecks, delayed trains, rain and a half 
dozen other circumstances over which we 
have no control make double-headers in- 
dis ensable. , 

hen there are the spectators to be con- 
sidered. I never saw any crowd of fans, 
no matter how enthusiastic they were at 
the start, that could keep up their interest 
to the end of the average dowble-header. 
Of course, on lal occasions—say if we 
were tied up with the Beaneaters for first 
lace and Willie Sudhoff was bucking Rube 

Vaddell—the crowd would stay all night 
and insist on starting the game again at 
daylight if it ran to dark. But ordinarily 
when the long shadows fall out over the 
diamond the thoughts of the most enthus!l- 
astic fan turn to his supper. 

“Now, if the two games were cut down 
to seven innings each a man would have 
time to eat his dessert, get out to the park 
in time and get back in time for supper. 

“I think that it would be a good plan to 
adopt, and I hope that the rules committee 
will give it careful consideration.’

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Malaspina Natural Gallery ‘Rediscobered on Gabriola Island by Pleasure Seekers 


H® wonderful natural gauiery, dis- 
- covered in the year 1792 on Gabriola 
Island, by Malaspina, who, with 
Capts. Valdez and Gahano, Spanish navi- 
gators, visited these waters at that time, 
and Of which all trace hag been lost since, 
was rediscovered last week by a party of 
pleasure-seekers who were visiting the 
isiand. Photographs taken by the party 
w.nke it practically certain to those who 
bave seen the old pictures in the accounts 
of Mualarpina’s voyages, that the natural 
gatlery which the ancient mariner men- 
tions is still to be seen in all its beauty. 

The exact location of this natural curt- 
osily, is in plain view from the small 
mining town of Nanaimo, British Colum- 
bia, Siluated on the northern shore of Van- 
covver Island. The photegraphs of the gal- 
lery show a truly magnificent work of na- 
lure, apparently the work of centuries of 
storms from the northawest, which drove 
ihe water of the sulf against the eoft 
farvdstone and hollowed a chamber 300 feet 
long.

Though but the firstling of a liter- 
ary tyro, this book, because of the mo- 
mentous truths it contains and because 
of its being written from the inside, has 
created since its very recent appearance 
such an enormous sensation as to have 
become first the subject of a court mar-

tial, next the theme of debate in the 


Reichstag, and lastly a few days ago the 
oecasion of a secret army order issued by 
the Kaiser himself. The young author, 
albeit the correctness of the portrait 
drawn by him could not be disputed by 
the very judges who condemned him, 
was sentenced to dismissal from the 
army and to a long term of confinement. 
The Kaiser’s decree was enshrouded in 
such a veil of mystery that its exact con- 
tents have not so far become known. 
But this much has beeome public— 
that in it he gravely charges the gener- 
als comanding the 25 army corps of the 


‘empire with culpable negligence in al- 


lowing a state of moral laxity to become 
rampant within the entire armed forces 
of Germany. This very order, of course, 
is the strongest possible corroboration 
of the terrible arraignment which Bilse 


makes in his book. 
‘oa: never had appeared a publication 
which. in an entirely unaffected manner, 
so comprehensively, irrefutably and strik- 
ingly tells the grim story of the German army's 
deep descent as this little book of Lieut. Bilse. 

I will here endeavor to give the reader a synop- 
sis of this book which, while considerably soft- 
ening many of its crudities and merely hinting 
at the equivocal situation realistically painted 
in it, will yet be a truthful transcription of its 
main events. 

The book takes the form of a with a 
loose plot, in which all the personages mentioned 
under fictitious names were officers, privates or 
non-commissioned officers in the garrison—viz,, 
Forbach in German Lorraine, where Lieut. Dilse 
served for.a number of years and until a month 
or two ago. Furthermore, all the events he 
therein narrates actually happened under his 
Own observation. 


CHAPTER I 


Gives a spirited account of an evening party at 
the house of Capt. Koenig, commanding one of 
the squadrons of the regiment. 
are among the few decent persons portrayed in 
the novel. They receive as guests the wife of 
Capt. Kahle, Lieut. Pommer, Lieut, Mueller, the 
adjutant of the regiment; First Lieut. Borgert, 
Firs, Lieut. Leimann and wife, Capt. Stark and 
wife, Col. von Kronau and wife, Lieut. Blelb- 
‘treu, Lieut. Kolberg and a civilian, the Agricul- 
tural Counselor von Kronadi. Each one of these 
persons is sketched pointedly and in a few 
etrokes. 

The colonel is pompous, conceited and stands 
partially under the domination of his wife, a 
gliim woman dressed in execrable taste, whose 
@hief characteristic is a strident voice of wun- 
pleasant quality. Still more, though. he is under 
the influence of Frau Stark, the wife of one 
of his captains. Frau Stark is about 50 and only 
recently married. She is very tall, very fleshy, 
decidedly coarse and endowed with enormous de- 
termination to see her husband promoted to the 
Stark himeelf wears a_ thick 
mustache (dyed) and sports a very long nal! on 
his little finger, to the cultivation of which he 
devotes no inconsiderable portion of his leisure. 

Frau Kahle, whose husband happens to be 
Away on an official trip, is a coquette of dainty 
figure with a rosy face, whose stub nose, togeth 
er with her provocative smile, gives her the air

of a naughty boy. Her genera! appearance is, 
however, pleasant enough until she opens her 
mouth, her voice being of the drawling type. 
Lieut. Pommer_is one of the younger officers, 
tall, lank and ungainly, but possessed of much 
frankness and sentimentality, and his good na- 
ture has made him something of a favorite with 
those who know him. ‘ 

He is considerably smitten with Frau Kahle's 
charms, and it is amusing to watch him with 
that desnerate flirt. 

Lieut. Mueller, the regimental] adjutant, is a 
man whose chief folble is gossip, particularly 
of the malignant kind. With the married ladies 
of his .acquafintanoe whose parties and tables he 
frequents he is notorious for his abnormal ap- 
petite. 

First Lieut. Borgert looks fully what he is. 
His pale. unhealthy complexion proclaims him 
a libertine. His sharp-featured face, aqueline 
nose and thin lips, together with his shifting 
eyes, tell us that he is a man to be dreaded by 
honest people. But his shrewdness and his re- 
markable conversational gifts enable him to do 
all the mischief in this little garrison which 
his heart can. desire. 

Herr von Konradi is simply a man who likes 
a good dinner and a good bottle of wine. He is 
known us the possessor of the most acute “wine 
tongue’’ in the whole district, and whenever 
new vintages of fragrant Moselle are to be tested 
and sampled he is sure to be a conspicuous 
figure. 

After the guests have arisen from the table they 
retire ‘to adjoining rooms. The colonel is made 
to promise Frau Stark, who reminds him of his 
obligations tg her, to do all in his power to see 
ltter husband promoted. Borgert carries on a flir- 
tation with the wife of his friend Weimann. 
By and by there is some music. During it all 
there is beer drinking, wine drinking and brandy 
drinking. After the colonel and some of the 
other middle-aged guests have left, Borgert, the 
Leimanns, Mueller and Pommer remain. feast- 
ing themselves on the latest scandal of the gar- 
rison. 

We learn that the colonel, some time ago, was 
challenged to fight a duel by a civilian gentle- 
man in town whom he had insulted while in 
his cups. Disliking to expose his precious life, 
he, at the suggestion of Frau Stark, sends the 
latter to the challenger gs peacemaker. ITrau 
stark pretended that she had been the cause of 
the insult by having spread a scandalous tale, 
assumes all the responsibility for the unpleasant 
occurrence and. induces the civilian to withdraw 
his challenge, thus saving the colonel’s skin. 

That, then, is the cause of her paramount in- 
fluence over the colonel. Similarly interesting 
details are furnished for the delectation of the 
audience regarding intimate domestic affairs of 
the Starks and others. 


CHAPTER II. 


We are introduced to a scene in the stable of 
the squadron of which Frau Stark’s husband is 
chief. The strong-minded and able-bodied lady 
herself, clad ready for a ride on horseback, pun- 
ishes several derelict soldiers who ought to have 
been on guard. She finds them snoring in the 
hayloft and belabors chem with her riding whip, 
aut the same time calling them some very hard 


names indeed. She has the sergeant-major sum- - 


moned before her and examines him about the 
affairs of the squadron. Him she also soundly 
berates. She is indignant because no suitable 
horse of the squadron has been reserved for her 
use. It appears that she is treating the govern- 
ment’s horses like her own property, all with the 
connivance of the colonel. 

Borgert appears and meets Capt. Koenig, of 
whom he tries to borrow a considerable sum for 
the purpose of discharging a debt at the Casino 
(military clubhouse) which has been hanging for 
months. Koenig, after some parley, agrees to 
advance the money, Borgert pledging his word 
to repay the loan presently. Leimadnn, who, like 
Borgert, is also groaning under a load of debt, 
borrows a sum of money from Koenig, making a 
similar promise. Over a bottle of wine these 
two friends congratulate themselves that for the 
moment the financial crash which seemed im- 
pending has been averted. 

We then are present at the Casino meeting. 
Among other things the colonel, in a very of- 
fensive strain, reminds his officers of the fact 
that numberless claims of dealers, money lend- 
ers and othet persons have been filed with him. 
and that these must very soon be settled. 

Frau Stark, the recognized ruling spirit of the 
colonel, at the close of the meeting orders an in- 
formal hop, the colonel perforce consenting. This 
is preceded by a supper, and a May bow! (a 
highly intoxicating punch made of champagne. 
Moselle wine and brandy, with plenty of sugar) 
is concocted at the orders of Frau Stark. but, 
of course, at the expense of all the officers pres- 
ent. 

Meanwhile the night has come and the moon 
has risen. It is late in spring. and very close 
and sultry. In a quiet spot of the garden sur- 
rounding the Casino sundry hot flirtations are

ers, and we are made witnesses of these ‘“‘carry- 
ings-ov,"’ which remind one of some of Zola’s 
descriptions de moours. First Lelut. Borgert, in 
the tennis courts, gives an imitation of Frau 
Stark in the role of a tennis player, to the grati- 
fication of the young officers. Frau Stark her- 
self meanwhile dances like one possessed’ in the 
stifing atmosphere of the ballroom: In one of 
the side rooms of the Casino a group of officers 
are playing cards for high stakes, and sitting on 


a sofa near by are Capt. Koenig and his faith- 
ful lieutenant, Bleibtreu. The two are discussing 
in melancholy mood the complete disillusionment 
which has\come over them since they joined the 
service. The experiences of both have taught 
them that the life in the German army today is 
one which a self-respecting man can hardly bear 

‘ith equanimity. They regret particularly the 
low ideas of honor and of comradeship now pre- 
vailing among their fellows. 

When the officers and their ladies lenve the 
Casino itn the early morning hours they all do 
so considerably ‘under the influence.’ ang not 
a few of them with heavy losses at the gaming 
table.

CHAPTER III.

They have been drinking and smoking together 
on this cheerless, raw autumn afternoon, for 
several hours, while the regiment, fn squads of

exposed to all the rigors of the weather. It is 
the time of year when the reserves are called in 
for supplementary drill and when the recruits 
ure undergoing their first period of instruction. 

That is always a time which Sergeant-Major 
Roth particularly enjoys, not for reasons of ser- 
but for purely personal ones. To his con- 
fiding friend Schmitz he tells all the details of 
network of caiolery, fraud and brutality 
commingled in judicious mixture, by which he 
manages. as he says, to “squeeze’’ those fellows 
as limp and dry as an empty forage sack. In 
plain words, he tells him how much he is making 
per week by the clever use of all his strategems, 
sums totalling the salary of the olonel. 

A desription of the sergeant-major’s quarters 
is given, showing how, from his various sources 
of revnue, he has managed to aggregate a lux- 
urious interior, including such things as an 
expensive piano (the somewhat unwilling gift of 
a body of one year's volunteers). irkish rugs, 
oil paintings. fine plush hangings, etc. Schmitz 
himself, though “‘fodder master’’ of that partic- 
ular squadron and hence exposed to the temp- 
tation of embezzling, is, however, strictly an 
honest man, with a great affection for the 
beasts placed under his charge arid never known 
to let one of them go hungry. 

In their intoxicated condition the twain have 
a quarrel in the stable, and ihe sergeant-major, 
as of higher rank, denounces his friend formally 
to the colonel, and poor Schmitz is thereupon 
courtmartialed, sentenced to a term of imprison- 
ment. degraded and expelled from the army. 

The author gives us incidentally a few more 
similar samples of the brutal and unjust treat- 
ment to which inferiors are subjécted by their 
superior officers. He also illustrates by severa] 
indivdual cases the cruel maltreatment of 
diers, including personal violence. The case 
of Schmitz finds its ending in an assault under- 
taken by Schmitz upon Roth, and by lis deser- 
tion and flight over the frontier. 


CHAPTER IV. 


We are present at a masquerade ball given by 
the officers of the regiment in February follow- 
ing. It is the same picture of hard drinking, 
coarse language and swearing and loose morals, 
of which we had several hints in previous chap- 
ters. The various ‘‘flirtations’’ culminate here 
in scenes which the author has taken no pains to 
shroud in ambiguous language. 

We now’ see Lieut. Kolberg take the place of 
his. predecessor, Pommer, in the fickle affections 
of Frau Kahle, whose husband alone of all the 
garrison is still unaware of his wife’s trans- 
gressions. 

We also ste Borgert, having overcome the last 
scruples of the wife of his friend, Liemann, while 
her husband is reeling in drunken silliness at 
the ball. There are conversations between Ror- 
gert and the woman which show them up in 
all their depravity. 

The chapter winds up with a disgusting do- 
mestic scene between Leimann and his faithless 
wife, with the appointment of Kahle to the rank 
of major and his transference to another gar- 
rison. The wife, Frau Kahle, after the de- 
parture of her husband, throws to the winds the 
last veil of decorum which had to a certain ex- 
tent hidden her misdoings and that brings about 
a denoument of her intrigue. The husband ig jn. 
formed of it and is obliged to challenge Lieut. 
Kolberg. The duel, under conditions as severe 
as are prescribed in such cases by the German 
army code, takes place and Kahle, the offended 
husband, is severely wounded and cripplea for 


life. 
‘CHAPTER V. 


First Lieut. Borgert, after skillfully maneuver. 
ing with his creditors for years, is now on the 
brink of ruin.. Everything he possesses he has 
obtained on credit, merely “on his epaulets,” 
from his expensive furniture of .Flemish oak 
to the Jest one of his dozen pairs of spurs. On 
these things he has taken chattel mortgages, 
in gome cases to several parties. 
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The morning discovers him seated at his desk 
and going through a large pile of unpaid bills, 
dunning letters and simila: literature. He has 
made excerpts and memoranda, so that at this 
hour he knows precisely where he stands.

Is Really a Brick 


and the cooking of their meals on account 
of the scarcity of coil in consquence of 
the miners’ strike, a great of new 
and sometimes valuaible suggestions were 
made to help them out of their difficul- 
ties. 

Ol] played a most prominent part in @ 
majority of these emergéncy s¢hemes, and 
in consequence the bright brains of the 
land have been figuring on how to turn the 
lessons learned at that time to good ac- 
count. A porous brick saturated with oil 
and placed in the stove was found to be arn 
excellent substitute for the ordinary fuel, 
and porous bricks had a good sale in many 
localities. Another scheme waa the em- 
ploying of an oil burner in the stove fed 
by means of a tube connecting with a tank 
placed at a higher level. 


Now comés a combination of the two 
schemes. The inventor presents as the re- 
sult of his investigation into the subject 
an appropriately shaped porous brick, to 
which is attached a tube whose other end 
is connected with a tank of oil situated at 
@ greater elevation, so that the oil is fed 
regularly to the brick, the amount of flow 
being regulated by a stop-oock convenient- 
ly placed within reach of the person who 
tends the stove, 
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, HERE are parts ef the journey over 
T the Scenic Suburban Electric Raill- 
way, in St. Clair and Madison Coun- 
ties, across the river.from St. Louis, which 
give a good imitation of aerial navigation.

ham is foasting, Which will take about two 
hours. If the meat is nice and tender do not 
baste at all during the laft half hour, but cover 
the ham with a mixture of dried and sifted 
bread erumbs and sugar. Brown evenly. If 
suspect “the meat of being tough, bake 
longer time before adding the crumbs.

brandy.

fuls brandy or sherry, and reunding table- 
spoonful of fiour, Pour into the paste shells, 
bake slowly, and when cold dust with grated 
léaf sugar. 

New Year's Cake. —Beat the yolks of ten eggs 
light; add to them one heaping cupful powdered 
sugar, the juice and grated rind of half a lemon. 
ecupful of ground almonds or walnuts, six 
macaroons, powdered; one-half teaspoonful of 
almond extract. a large pinch of salt, one round- 
ing cupful of flour, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder, and the beaten whites of the ten CEES.

¢ HOME FOR THE CHILDREN 


: HERE its nothing that gives a child as much 
} genuine pleasure as candy making. It 's 
& a branch of cookery which appeals stronz- 
@ iy to every child, and from it she may learn 


> something of cooKing in general. 
There are seVeral regulations which apply to 
all candy making. 
@ Use only the best grade of sugar, whether 
gz -anulated or loaf. 
» Never stir the syrup while boiling, unless the 
@ *ecipe demands it, or it will grain. 
For brittle candies boil the syrup until, when 
-, t is tried in cold water, it will crack when bent. 
‘ Stir in flavoring directly the syrup is taken off 
the fire. 
> if the cooking vessel, which must be sweet and 
tliean, is buttered an inch or so around the in- 
side of the top the syrup will not boll over. 
@ Stick Candy.—To make stick candy which will 
@ qual tn excellence of taste that of the best 
@ onfectioner, boil together one pound of sugar, 
@ me cup water. one-half teaspoon cream tartar. 
@ end a scant tablespoon of glycerine until the 
syrup, when tried in cold water, is very brittle, 
> snapping if bent, when {it must at once be poured 
into lightly buttered dishes. Just before pouring 
© out stir in two teaspoons of the desired flavor- 
@ ing. When cool enough to handle pull till white, 
~@ roll and cut into sticks. A pleasing variety may 
be had by the use of vegetable colorings, which 
are harmless. 

? Butter Scotch—Is always popular with chil- 
 iren. To make it, boil until brittle three pounds 
suga’, one-fourth pounj!] butter, just enough 
water to dissolve the sugar, and one-half tea- 
spoon cream tartar. Just before taking off the 
‘ro add a few drops of extract of lemon. Pour 
‘nto buttered tins, and when partly cooled mark 
if into lengths. When hard wrap each in oiled 
wiper. 

Lemon Drere —Molsten one cup of sugar with 
Is=mon ju‘ce; boli until the syrup cracks when 
esied in co'd water. Drop upon buttered paper. 
\ very simple but excellent recipe. 

Pop Corn.—When properly candied pop corn 
‘'s delicious. Boil In an tron kettle until the 
syrup threads, one cup sugar, one tablespoon 
butter and three tablespoons water; then turn 
into it three quarts nicely popped corn. Stir 
briskly until candy and corn are thoroughly 
mixed. Remove from the fife but continue the 
tirring for a few minutes longer. Then form 
the corn into balls or any shape desired. 

Fig Candy.—Boil until the syrup threads, one 
cup sugar anl one-third cup of water: stir in 
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one-fourth teaspoon cream tartar and pour at - 
once over split figs that have been spread upon 
buttered tins. Dates may be used instead of 
figs. 

Everton Taffy.—Every mother should know 
how to make the time-honored but ever-welcome 
Everton taffy. Place over a brisk fire one and 
one-half, pounds sugar, six scant tablespoons 
butter, one and one-half cups water and the 
grated rind of half a lemon. Boil, stirring con- 
stantly, until it cracks when dropped in cold 
water. Transfer to the back of the range, econ> 
tinue stirring until it ceases to boil then add 
the juice of half a lemon. Pour into shallow 


buttere4 tins. When cool enough pull white, then 3 


roll tnto sticks. 
Molasses Candy.—Moisten three cups light 


brown sugar (which is better for this variety of & 


candy than the granulated) with one cup of — 
water; add one cup New Orleans or Porte Rice 
molasses and one tablespoon butter. Boll tin 
brittle, stir in one-half teaspoonful cream tartar, | 
pour into buttered plates and when cool pull; 
then roll into sticks. 

Horehound Candy.—The virtues of ‘horehound | 
candy have long been deservedly extolled, and 
no list of children's candies would be complete — 
without it. 

To make horehound candy both pure and pal+ 
atable, botl one ounce of horehound in three- 
fourths of a pint of water until the flavor is ex- 
tracted; then strain and pour over three cups 
of sugar. Boil until it threads, pour inté but- 
tered tins and when partly cooled mark into 
squares. Or drop on buttered paper.
